JLJ These are not the days of 
Roosevelt and Taft, when the Harri- 
mans, the Morgans, the Garys were' 
seen by the Chief Executive jn the 
small hours of the n5ght. 


The influence of the masters of Big 


Business in Government was quite' as 
potential then as now. .But public 
opinion in those days could not be 
wholly ignored. It found some free- 
dom of expression through a small 
section of the press and through a 
large number of independent maga- 
zines and periodicals. 


President Roosevelt privately wrote 


Harriman in October, 1904, saying:

interview with a railroad autocrat 
was at that time attended with some 
hazard, and so the President added 
that Harriman should: 


"of course give up the visit 


for the time being; and then, a 
few weeks hence, before I write 
my message, I shall get you to 
come down to discuss certain 
government matters." 
Presidents of that day, and for 


some time thereafter, were constrain- 
ed to be wary of a too open intimacy 
with the Trust Magnates. 
Public 


opinion was still articulate. Monop- 
oly control in business was secretly 
fostered. 
Its control of legislation 


and administration 
was becoming 


manifest, and the country was warned 
that we were fast falling under the 
domination of an "invisible govern- 
ment" by monster monopolies, but it 
was a concealed power and its agents 
in public office would not have dared 
to admit-their subserviency. 


All this is now changed. Big Busi-

The war followed and destroyed 


substantially the last vestige of a free 


press. 


Another thing war did: It openly 


enthroned Big Business in mastery 
ot Government.

in charge of Hog Island. And there 
was a "hog island" at every center of 
production for the furnishing of war 
supplies. The war hogs—the Trust- 
Bosses were in charge. It was a con- 
fession that the. owners of the 'great 
monopolies controlled all production.
